THE Folkestone Triennial has 
helped the town beat the worst 
effects of the credit crunch as well 
as springboard its renaissance as a 
cultural centre. 

Business people say the positive response 
from visitors who they have spoken to show 
they will be returning now the event is fin¬ 
ished - and so spend money in shops, bars, 
cafes and restaurants. 

No figures are yet available for the financial 
gains of the town, but Caroline Chambers, of 
business umbrella group Channel Chamber, 
said she was confident that the goodwill factor 
would be a boom in the coming months as the 
country struggles during the economic down¬ 
turn. 

“The town struggled during the last reces¬ 
sion,” she said. “But we are now far better 
placed to cope with the current crunch as the 
Triennial has promoted us and we have had 
major investments such as the new shopping 
centre and business parks and tourism initia¬ 
tives such as the coastal park. 

“Many people who visited the town have told 
me they will be back. Most had either not been 
here before or had an outmoded idea of what 
Folkestone was like. 

“It has given us the chance to compete on a 
national - and even international - stage.” 

Paul Rennie, who runs a fashion store in the 
Old High Street, added: “People saw a town 
with a positive atmosphere, not a decaying 
seaside place. For visitors from, say, London, it 
showed a new place to go and for Kent people 
it showed what is on their doorstep.” 

Andrea Schlieker, curator of the Folkestone 
Triennial, said: “It put Folkestone firmly in 
the limelight.”

Power in hands 
of protesters 
now, says EON

ENERGY giant E.ON fears 
a court ruling will open the 
door for illegal and danger¬ 
ous protests after six eco- 
activists, including one from 
Lyminge, were cleared of 
causing criminal damage to 
Kingsnorth power station. 

The Greenpeace campaigners 
were charged with causing £30,000 
damage to the Hoo peninsula plant 
during a two-day demonstration in 
October last year. 

The five men and one woman admit¬ 
ted the damage but argued their 
actions had stopped the power station 
from polluting the environment. 

The jury at Maidstone Crown 
Court was sent out to deliberate at 
lpm on Tuesday last week, with 
Judge David Caddick urging the 
jurors to examine whether the 
protestors had a lawful excuse for 
their actions. 

The climate campaigners were 
cleared by a ten-to-two majority after 
a nine-day trial. 

E.ON press officer Jonathan Smith 
said: “We’re extremely disappointed 
with the decision. We have always 
said we respect the campaigners’ 


right to protest as long as they do so 
in a way that is safe and sensible. 

“By breaking into the power 
station and climbing the chimney 
stack we would argue that is not a 
sensible or safe way to protest. 

“Additionally, we are worried that 
this ruling will encourage other pro¬ 
testors to engage in similar actions 
at power plants across the country. 

“It is these power stations that 
help to keep the lights on and bills 
low for our customers. 

‘We’re every bit as worried about 
climate change as the protestors, but 
there are ways and means to protest 
and we would suggest their demon¬ 
stration was not the way to do it.” 

During the protest, dozens of 
activists chained themselves to 
machinery, forcing the plant to shut 
down. A team of five protestors 
scaled the station’s 200m chimney 
and abseiled down the stack later 
that day, painting ‘Gordon’ in big 
white letters as they went. 

Ben Stewart, 34, of Lyminge, 
Kevin Drake, 44, of Wiltshire, Huw 
Williams, 41, of Nottingham, Will 
Rose, 29, of London, and Emily 
Hall, 34, from New Zealand, were 
all charged with causing criminal 
damage. 

Tim Hewke, 48, from Ulcombe, 
was accused of organising the 
protest from the ground and faced 
the same charge. 


Harvest Festival is 
for the animals too 

TO celebrate Harvest Festival, over 
the weekend of September 27-28, 
Port Lympne Wild Animal Park is 
asking visitors to bring with them 
items that can be fed to the animals. 

Suggestions include bananas, ap¬ 
ples, raisins, monkey nuts, courgettes, 
oranges, carrots, bread, cabbage and 
com on the cob. 

Any child under 16 bringing along 
an item from the list will get entry to 
the park for just £1, although they 
must be accompanied by an adult. 

There will be a programme of 
educational talks over the weekend 
and at set times visitors will be able to 
watch the animals being fed a selec¬ 
tion of food that has been donated. 

Harvest Festival is traditionally a 
celebration of food grown on the land. 

Traditionally in churches through¬ 
out the country people bring offerings 
that are then distributed in the local 
community. 

This year it can offer the opportuni¬ 
ty for people to donate produce and 
see it being put to use for a variety of 
animals. 

...but party animals 
mess up nature site 

RAVERS caused damage to a Site of 
Special Scientific Interest when they 
held an illegal party. 

Sugar Loaf Hill near Folkestone was 
left littered with bottles, tents, other 
mbbish and the remnants of fires. 

The White Cliffs Countryside 
Project, which manages the site, said 
this was an ongoing problem which 
occured frequently at weekends and 
also on some midweek nights. 

The chalkland is a special habitat 
for wildlife and grasses, which all 
suffer because of the gatherings. 

Small animals and vegetation are 
burnt by the fires in a site recognised 
for its importance by environmental¬ 
ists across Europe. 

The latest incident occurred on the 
last weekend of August and anyone 
with information is asked to contact 
the police. 

Legion's display for 
Poppy Appeal funds 

THE Royal British Legion is set to 
stage a display at Folkestone Rugby 
Club to raise funds for this year’s 
Poppy Appeal - the major source of 
funds for its work in assisting former 
members of the armed services. 

There will be bands from the navy, 
army and air cadets, who will also 
show off their marching and parade 
ground skills. 

The event will taken place on 
Friday, September 26, from 7pm to 
9.30pm and a bar and food will be 
available to spectators. 
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Merger could 
revive college's 
flagging status 


SOUTH Kent College is set to be 
the first in the country to embrace 
an innovative new merger strategy 
which could transform its fortunes 
in just three years. 

And if governors take the step, it will see one 
of the country’s top-performing establish¬ 
ments take over the college’s management 
and be paid to implement a pioneering short¬ 
term plan. 

Having been slated in a report by the 
Government school inspectorate Ofsted earlier 
this year as “inadequate”, the college has insti¬ 
gated a major overhaul of its services. 

Among its decisions was to draft in an experi¬ 
enced interim principal, Monica Box, who spe¬ 
cialises in turning around the fortunes of failing 
colleges, and consider an option to merge. 

Criticised 

It comes after Ofsted severely criticised 
achievement, management and financial han¬ 
dling of the college, which serves more than 
14,000 full- and part-time students and has 
campuses in Ashford, Folkestone and Dover. 

Governors will make a decision on Monday, 
September 29, with three options on the table 
- including two to merge. 

The first is with Tonbridge-based West Kent 
College. Seen as a traditional merger, it would 
see SKC come under the umbrella of West 
Kent, possibly change its name, and see all 
management switched to Tonbridge. 

But a more intriguing option is with Sussex 
Downs - a college in Lewes, East Sussex, which

is presenting a “strategic alliance”. With 
Sussex Downs given an hutstanding’ rating for 
leadership and management in its last inspec¬ 
tion, the proposal would see the college sign a 
contract for three to five years to draft in its 
management team to take over SKC’s running. 

Crucially, Sussex Downs would be paid for 
the service, which would be reviewed at the 
end of each year and payment made only if 
targets have been hit. 

At the end of the three years, the college 
would resume under its own management 
and, hopefully, build on the success. 

Such a step would be likely welcomed by the 
Government and the Learning Skills Council - 
which funds further education - which has 
recently expressed a preference for seeing more 
innovative strategies rather than straight 
mergers which create one sprawling college. 

The other option is to stay as a separate enti¬ 
ty and look to overcome its difficulties with no 
external assistance. 

Principal Monica Box told Yourshepway: “I 
think both options have great benefits, and 
this is the difficulty facing the governing body. 

“I think merger is still a very good option 
and the other option is as well. In some ways 
it was easier for the governing body when it 
was just a question of merger and who to do 
that with. Now they have the opportunity of 
merger or something else. 

“We are very fortunate we are the first col¬ 
lege in the country to have such a choice put 
before us.”

Man is held under 
Terrorism Act

Forensic officers spent yesterday 
morning (Tuesday) at Dolphin Ke¬ 
babs in Dover high street as well as a 
fish and chip shop in Hawkinge. 

A man is being held in custody after 
being arrested on Monday at 8am as 
he drove in Spitfire Way. 

A police spokesman said he was be¬ 
ing held on suspicion of being en¬ 
gaged in the commission, preparation 
or instigation of an act of terrorism. 

Investigations have also been car¬ 
ried out in Curlew Place, Hawkinge.

Fast-acting fire 
crews prevent a 
calamity in Tunnel 


A DISASTER was narrowly averted 
when fire broke out on a truck carried 
on a Channel Tunnel train - close 
to another vehicle containing toxic 
chemicals. 

Fire crews from both sides of the 
Channel fought the blaze for 17 hours 
before it was fully under control. 

Services were suspended after the 
fire on a shuttle train in the north 
tunnel close to the French coast. 

Fire engines from Kent stations 
raced to the terminal on this side of 
the Channel after the alarm was 
raised at 2.55pm on Thursday last 
week. 

An over-heated brake on a lorry is 
thought to have exploded, igniting a 
tyre on board a truck Flames then 
spread to the cab. 

A major crisis was averted when 
the flames failed to spread to a near¬ 
by lorry with a chemical load. 

The substance carried on board was 
phenol, also known as carbolic add. 

Highly toxic, it was used as a 
method of execution by the Nazis dur¬ 


ing the Second World War. Just one 
gramme when injected can be fatal, 
but it is also used in cosmetics and 
sunscreen and in the production of 
medicinal drugs and herbiddes. 

It is also a significant component in 
the aroma of Islay Scottish whisky. 

Experts say the Tunnel narrowly 
avoided a major disaster as tempera¬ 
tures soared to 1,000 centigrade. 

A French police spokesman said: 
“It was a very serious fire. The 
truck caught light with disastrous 
consequences. 

“Prompt action by fire-fighters 
prevented what could have been a far 
worse inddent.” 

Emergency crews used the central 
access tunnel to reach the scene of the 
fire within minutes of the alarm 
being sounded. 

A total of 32 drivers was evacuated, 
with six treated for smoke inhalation. 
A further eight suffered minor in¬ 
juries in the scramble to escape. 

A number of train staff also made 
their way to safety.

THE CRANES 
CAME DOWN 


They're called common cranes, but there's 
nothing common about these spectacular 
visitors to Dungeness RSPB reserve - at least on 
British shores. 

The pair were first seen flying over the 
reserve's ARC Pit on August 23 and then spent 
more than three weeks in the area, finally 
departing on Sunday (September 14). 

The appearance of the undeniably impressive 
birds - their wingspan is greater than a golden 
eagle's - was welcome enough, but it would have 
been even more exciting had it been in spring. 

This is because the pair danced and 
trumpeted together - normally a prelude to 
breeding. The fact that it occurred in autumn 
ruled out such an event on this occasion, but it's 
certainly not out of the question in the future. 

The species was extinct as a breeding species 
in the UK from the 1700s to the 1980s, when 
nesting resumed in East Anglia. 

This year four pairs bred in the UK - a tiny 
number, but one that gives hope that such sights 
might one day be widespread enough for us all 
to enjoy. 


Villagers fighting to have 
'challenging' warden back 


No news is good 
news for Dave 

REPORTS of dolphins being spotted off 
Shepway are not necessarily indications 
that tourist favourite Dave is back. 

The female bottlenose was popular with 
visitors last year before vanishing. 

She was also involved in an accident 
which damaged her fin. 

Reports of sightings have been broad¬ 
cast locally in recent days, but the British 
Marine Divers Association says it is too 
early to say anything for certain. 

A spokeswoman said: “The dolphin 
known as Dave is of a distinct type - a 
bottlenose. 

“Now we have had some reports of 
dolphin sightings, but these have not been 
the correct species. 

“Until we have a confirmed sighting, we 
cannot say if Dave is back or not. 

“But no news is good news in many 
ways - certainly no body has been washed 
up and no dolphin observed dead in the 
water.” 

Gardens a sorry 
state, says Gary 

KINGSNORTH Gardens in Folkestone 
are in a “sorry state” and spoilt by broken 
glass, according to a local councillor. 

Gary Fuller was visiting the gardens 
when he noticed the mess. Fearing that 
children might be injured picking up the 
glass, he reported the mess to Shepway 
council’s Lifeline, which handles out-of- 
hours emergencies. 

He said: “It’s disappointing that this has 
happened again barely a year after I was 
assured that the gardens were being kept 
clean. I have to wonder if they are being 
locked at night and properly monitored for 
anti-social behaviour. 

“It really saddens me that anyone can 
have so little respect for our town and the 
safety of young children.” 


VIEW THIS CUP ON 
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FURIOUS villagers in Smeeth, 
Aldington and Brabourne are fight¬ 
ing to get their community warden 
reinstated after former Met Police 
officer Bob Hughes was dismissed. 

His ideas for fighting crime were deemed “too 
challenging” and he fell foul of health and safe¬ 
ty regulations because he rode his own bicycle. 

He also wanted to live among the villagers he 
served rather than people five miles away. 

Mr Hughes, who served with the police during 
the Broadwater Farm and poll tax riots, became 
a community warden working for Kent County 
Council two days after leaving the force. 

But six months into his role, he was told he 
would no longer be required as he was “too chal¬ 
lenging”. 

Mr Hughes was told health and safety rules 
meant he had to be trained on a council vehicle 
and he must live outside a five-mile boundary 
around his 80-square mile patch.

“They said I was too challenging. I accept I 
am a direct person, but this is absolutely 
astounding,” he said. 

John Moreton, vice-chairman of Brabourne 
Parish Council, is among those fighting for his 
return. 

He said: “When I heard the news I was - in 
the words of another villager - incandescent 
with rage. This decision was made without any 
reference to the people of this village and the 
others around. It is undemocratic, high-handed 
and the message we are getting back is that it 
is irreversible. Well, we don’t accept that. 

“I’ve not experienced such strong feeling in 
this village since it was threatened with being 
cut in half by the high-speed rail link. 

“County Hall is paid by us and should be 
accountable to us.” 

Mr Moreton praised Mr Hughes’s contribut¬ 
ion to community life. 


He said: “He proved to be what one would 
expect of a warden but is so infrequently 
encountered. 

“He immersed himself in local life, he was 
aware of what was going on and he dealt with 
problems. That is what we all wanted.” 

Mr Hughes was told he would have to receive 
formal training to use his bike and he accepted 
this. But he was then told the policy was to 
train two wardens at one time and no one else 
needed training. 

KCC called the situation “a personnel mat¬ 
ter” and said the search for a replacement was 
under way. 

Marilyn Howell, head of operations for Kent 
Community Wardens, said: ‘When we take on a 
new warden, we have to consider many impor¬ 
tant aspects and the decision not to confirm Mr 
Hughes’s contract was only taken after much 
deliberation and with justifiable reason. 

Mr Hughes said: “If they want to reinstate 
me, I will start tomorrow.”

Late doners are a 
goner after ruling 

A KEBAB house in Deal has had its hours 
cut after a campaign by residents and the town 
council. 

Deal Kebab and Pizza House in the high 
street had been put under review after reports 
of anti-social behaviour by some customers. 

It was decided that its 3am closing time 
should be changed to lam on Thursdays, 
Fridays and Saturdays, but the owner, Mehmet 
Gurbuz, lodged an appeal and the original 
opening hours continued. 

But at a hearing at Folkestone corut on 
Thursday last week the judge ruled that the 
rights of residents were being denied and that 
the hours should be cut. 

Cllr Bryan Henderson of Deal Town Council 
said he was “ecstatic” with the outcome and 
that residents will be “over the moon”. 

He said: “The owner lost his appeal. We 
believe the trouble will die down from now on. 
People don’t actually want establishments in 
Deal to close down, so it’s all got to be done 
carefully. 

‘We’ve still got to generate income into the 
town, but we need to find a happy medium.” 

Deal Town Council launched the campaign 
following reports of trouble including violence, 
noise and kebabs being pushed through letter¬ 
boxes. Dover District Council supported the 
campaign. 

Tony Barlett, licensing manager at the dis¬ 
trict council, said: “This is not about stopping 
business in the town, but licensed places like 
this are flashpoints for disturbance and nui¬ 
sance. A shop like this can be managed well by 
controlling trouble outside.” 

A court hearing in June was adjourned after 
Mr Gurbuz was unable to attend, but he also 
failed to attend the second one last week. 

Mr Bartlett said: “Mr Gurbuz’s solicitor 
applied for an adjournment on medical grounds, 
but it was denied. The solicitor was unable to put 
a case forward and no one was there to repre¬ 
sent the owner. 

“He can’t appeal again now.”

TALK TIME 

NICK

The director of the 
Creative Foundation 
talks about his aim 
to turn Folkestone 
into a thriving 
cultural centre 


Why do you think Folkestone has such potential as 
a cultural centre - what makes the town special? 

Folkestone has a long history as a cultural centre: 

HG Wells, Marcel Duchamp, Agatha Christie, Samuel 
Beckett and Jimi Hendrix all spent time here. 

It has got great architecture, a superb natural 
environment on its doorstep, fabulous light and of course 
the sea. And from 2009 the high-speed rail link will put 
us just an hour from London. 

What do you personally like most about the town 
and what are your personal highlights when it 
comes to working locally? 

My ten-minute cycle ride to work through the Lower 
Leas Coastal Park on a sunny morning has got to be one 
of the all-time great commutes. Plus excellent schools, 
the sea on our doorstep and a really friendly community 
spirit. 

What artistic creations remain in the town after 
the Triennial and do you have a message for the 
creative people who have taken part? 

Artists and their galleries have been incredibly generous. 
Mark Wallinger's Folk Stones, Tracey Emin's Baby Things 
and Patrick Tuttofuoco's Folkestone sign remain in town. 

How will you build on the success of the event? 

We're already beginning the planning for Triennial Two, 
which will take place in 2011. 

For this first Triennial we were pretty much inventing 
the format as we went along. 

For T2 we have an established model and a great 
track record - and we want to make sure the local 
community is even more involved right from the outset, 
through education and outreach work and through 
young people having the chance to work with Triennial 
artists. 



Eurostar gives out 
with one hand but 
takes with another 

Eurostar intends to restore, from 
December, one direct train each 
way between Ashford and 
Brussels most days of the week. 

I will happily drive my husband 
to the station for 6am to catch it. 
However, there are no trains early 
enough to make the connection 
for passengers from Canterbury, 
Maidstone or Hastings 

Nor will the 6.27am stop at Lille. 

The EuroDisney train is also 
moving one hour later, so Ashford 
passengers hoping for Lille 
connections to the Continent will 
miss most of them. 

Tour companies will therefore 
be forced to continue to use 
Ebbsfleet. 

On Saturday, the train will 
depart Ashford at 8.28am, but 
there will be no return until 5pm 
on a Sunday. Thus a day trip to 
Brussels will be impossible at the 
weekend. 

Furthermore, from December, 
the 8.59am from Brussels will no 
longer stop at Lille. 

This currently connects with 
the 10.09am Lille-London 
service, which stops at Ashford, 
the only train which permits 
travellers from Brussels or Lille 
to reach Ashford in the morning. 
There is no possibility of a day 
trip to Ashford. 

Business people will be forced 
to stay longer than two nights, 
which in the present economic 
climate will be increasingly 
difficult. Thus we are also losing 
another valuable service and 
people who live in Europe gain 
nothing. 

I am delighted that passenger 
numbers and revenue are up 



overall. As a Scot, I am overjoyed 
that there are encouraging offers 
for those who live farther afield 
than the home counties. 

However, I am appalled that 
the company should continue to 
downgrade Ashford to promote a 
station which cannot even be 
accessed by train. 

Eurostar never said Ashford 
was making a loss. It simply took 
all four of our direct Brussels 
services and most of the Paris 
ones in order to promote 
Ebbsfleet. 

Eurostar was quoted recently 
in Modern Railways as saying 
that Ebbsfleet station is “hilly 
meeting expectations”. Why then 
have I been told that one-third of 
the security staff were made 
redundant from this month? 

Last year, Eurostar claimed 
that up to two-thirds of Ashford’s 
passengers would move to 
Ebbsfleet. That would mean that 
at least 250,000 former Ashford 
passengers should have used it 
since November last year. 

I would contest that. Passenger 
observations still say that 
Ashford entrains more 
passengers on its four trains per 
day than Ebbsfleet on its 12. 

Furthermore, has the massive 
TV advertising campaign, two- 
for-the-price-of-one offers, free 
drive-in movies in the car park 
over the bank holiday and 
sponsorship of a local football 
team been to no avail? 

Last year at the EU, Bob 
Holden of LCR insisted that 


Eurostar’s remit had nothing to 
do with regeneration when we 
pointed out that it had a vital 
role to play in Ashford. 

In a railway publication in 
September last year he boasted 
that Eurostar woud bring 
£10 billion of regeneration to 
Ebbsfleet, where I have been told 
building work has ceased. 

The following questions have 
been asked recently: 

DISPOSAL OF LCR AND 
LCSP ASSETS - What is the 
public interest? 

I think the question needs to be 
asked. What is the Government 
receiving from the profits from 
development of the landholdings 
and property interests that are 
vested in London and 
Continental Stations and 
Property (LCSP)? 

What is the public entitled to 
expect in the way of ownership 
and income from these 
developments in the long term? 
The developments are taking 
place at such sites as Ebbsfleet, 
Stratford and St Pancras. 
EUROSTAR SERVICE 
DECISIONS - Is there a case 
for Government intervention? 

The other more locally 
significant question: is Eurostar 
an independent business 
operating in its own best 
interests? Or are the property 
interests of its parent company 
influencing it to make operational 
decisions that benefit the parent 
(LCR and LCSP) and are not in 
the best long-term interests of 


Eurostar or its passengers? 

The Minister for Transport 
has given as a reason for not 
intervening over the transfer of 
European services from Ashford 
to Ebbsfleet that such matters 
are commercial decisions for 
Eurostar. 

If LCR is manipulating 
Eurostar to act uncommercially, 
is there not a case for 
intervention? 

My great fear is that when the 
Hitachi comes into service, we 
will be forced to go up to 
Ebbsfleet to access our Eurostar. 

This is a nonsense. People 
should be encouraged to come 
down contra peak flow to Ashford 
to do just that. Then at least we 
would all be going in the 
intended direction of travel.

Store's car park 
charge a fee too far

parking charges at Sainsbury’s 
car park in Deal from 
September 30. 

The charge for one hour will 
rise to £1, for two hours to £2 
and for three hours to £3.

The effect will be to discourage 
many visitors and residents from 
going to our smaller shops once 
they have done their shopping.

We as a group will be 
promoting the Keep Trade Local 
campaign - it is essential to 
keep parking charges as 
reasonable as possible to keep 
people from doing their shopping 
out of town.

Life is sweet 
in the nave 


Dramatic setting for new Festival play 


A HISTORIC event in the¬ 
atre will be taking place at 
Canterbury Cathedral’s 
Nave next week with the 
staging of a new play, Dallas 
Sweetman. 

The play will make its world pre¬ 
miere in the stunning setting, the 
result of a unique collaboration and a 
desire to revive a cherished old tradi¬ 
tion. Canterbury Cathedral and 
Canterbury Festival commissioned 
the piece with London-based theatre 
company Paines Plough, resulting in 
this new play by acclaimed Irish 
writer Sebastian Barry 

Back in the late 1920s the Friends 
of the Cathedral started the 
Canterbury Festival to host an annu¬ 
al series of plays by leading play¬ 
wrights of the time. TS Eliot’s famous 
Murder in the Cathedral was pre¬ 
miered in the Chapter House in 1935 
and remains the benchmark for 
these productions. It is hoped that 
the new play for 2008 will breathe 
new life into that tradition, while 
making its own mark on 21st centu¬ 
ry theatre. 


The process began when the Dean 
& Chapter approached the organis¬ 
ers of Canterbury Festival with the 
idea to produce a new play in 2006. 
After a lot of research a partnership 
was formed with Paines Plough, a 
theatre company specialising in the 
commissioning and development of 
new writing. With the company on 
board, the hunt was on to find some¬ 
one who could write a very special 
play. Organisers were looking for a 
story that could have relevance to the 
cathedral setting but also captivate a 
contemporary audience. 

Relation 

Drawing on his own ancestry for 
inspiration, Sebastian Barry has cre¬ 
ated a tale about love and death, des¬ 
olation, jealousy and miraculous 
events. Dallas Sweetman is based on 
a distant relation of Barry’s and sees 
the titular character arriving at 
Canterbury Cathedral on a pilgrim¬ 
age in the early 1600s. In a time 
when Catholicism and Protestantism 
divided loyalties, Dallas pours out his 
tale to the audience - his judges’ - in 
the hope of justifying his actions. But 
can his story of pirates, kidnap and 


drama be believed and can he be for¬ 
given? 

Since writing the play, Barry has 
been short-listed for the prestigious 
Man Booker Prize for Fiction for his 
latest novel The Secret Scripture. 

A series of special talks will allow 
audience members to gain a fascinat¬ 
ing insight into how the production 
has been created. There will be a 
chance to hear Barry talk about his 
work, as well as the director, cast, 
music composer and designers. The 
talks are free for ticket holders and 
will mostly be held in The 
International Study Centre in the 
Cathedral Precincts. Full details are 
at www.canterburyfestival.co.uk.

“And I thought Aou know what, this is not 
what I’m in a rock and roll band for, let’s walk 
away from this’.

SETH Rogen is slowly 
but surely conquering 
Hollywood - with a little 
help from his friends.

Bringing those fjords into focus 



HIGH AND MIGHTY: There's no shortage of spectacular scenery on offer in Norway

THREADING our way through 
dozens of islands off the west coast 
of Norway it was difficult to believe 
we were on a ferry from England 
and not some luxurious 
Scandinavian cruise. 

On the DFDS route from Newcastle to 
Bergen, the voyage is very much a part of the 
holiday. Norway is known for its outstanding 
scenery - and high prices. But once visited, it 
draws you back again and again. 

With that in mind, and for our fourth visit in 
30 years, we booked a contrasting two-centre 
holiday, sampling first a wood cabin high in 
the mountains and then a city centre hotel in 
Bergen. 

Sailing on the Queen of Scandinavia, the 26- 
hour journey went almost too quickly thanks 
to a comfy cabin, a good choice of restaurants 
and bars, entertainment and films. 

We arrived at Bergen - Norway’s second 
largest city with a population of just 242,000 
and gateway to the fjords - feeling relaxed. 

On an excellent road, we plunged into tunnel 
after tunnel, hewn through rough rock, and as 
we climbed higher into the mountains, we 
passed raging rivers and dozens of waterfalls, 
with white and red-coloured cabins clustered 
around lakes large and small. 

After collecting our keys and bedding, we 
turned into a gated private road to reach at 
our cabin, high in the Kvamskogen mountains 
- an area popular with skiers in winter and 


walkers in summer. The cabin had every mod¬ 
em comfort, including satellite TV, DVD play¬ 
er and underfloor heating. The huge outside 
deck commanded dramatic views of the sur¬ 
rounding summits - some snow-capped even 
in August - and a large lake below. The peace 
and quiet, broken only by the occasional tin¬ 
kling of bells on wandering sheep, was intense. 

The nearest town, Norheimsund, had good 
supermarkets, and yes, we found almost 
everything much more expensive than in 
England. 

After a week in the mountains it was time 
for the bustle of city life in Bergen. Staying at 
the comfortable Thon Hotel Rosenkrantz, on 
the historic Bryggen waterfront, we were ide¬ 


ally placed to explore its charms. We took a 
harbour cmise and were able to walk to many 
of the city’s attractions, such as the aquarium 
and art galleries. 

A cable car to the peak of Mount Ulriken - 
at 642 metres the highest of the seven moun¬ 
tains surrounding the city - offers views out to 
sea and inland. But on the day we went up, 
mist and cloud obscured most of the horizon. 

We had better luck with the Floibanen, a 
funicular railway which takes you from the 
heart of the city to the top of the 320-metre 
Mount Floyen, where viewing platforms give 
expansive views. 

All too soon our holiday was over, but we still 
had the return journey to look forward to.

NATIONWIDE Building Society, which 
has branches across the county, is to 
merge with the Derbyshire and 
Cheshire Building Societies. 

The UK’s largest building society will 
acquire its two rivals through separate 
transactions, in a move it says it has 
undertaken to ensure the viability of the 
mutual sector in the UK 

The decisions were described by 
Nationwide as “prudent and pre-emp¬ 
tive”, following the identification of 
“financial issues” faced by the smaller 
societies. 

Smaller societies have come under 
pressure in recent months to consolidate 
positions, as the liquidity crisis reduces 
the availability of wholesale finance. 

The move is in the “best interests” of 
the savers and borrowers of both small¬ 
er societies, said Graham Beale, 
Nationwide’s chief executive. 

“The core member businesses of both 
societies are in good shape and have a 
better future as part of a larger organi¬ 
sation,” he said. 

Landlords can tailor 
interiors to tenants 

THE Residential Landlords’ Association 
is advising buy-to-let investors to check 
the interiors of their properties in order 
to ensure they can get the best deal 
when it comes to tenants. 

RLA director Alan Ward says thought 
should be given to interiors to ensure the 
decor and fittings appeal to the kind of 
person the landlord is seeking to attract. 

Furnished apartments are usually 
best for students or young singles, while 
couples and those looking for long-term 
leases are more likely to wish to put 
their own stamp on homes. 

Young professionals sharing a house 
may be looking for two bathrooms. 

The local market should also be 
researched before deciding whether to 
let a property fully or partly furnished. 

A well presented property is easier to 
let and more likely to give a choice of ten¬ 
ants. It is important to research the cho¬ 
sen tenant group and review whether a 
property will meet expectations. 

Landlords need to be increasingly 
aware about marketing, according to 
RICS, because instructions for lettings 
are on the rise. 


MORTGAGE buyers have received 
a boost with lenders setting off a 
rate war to attract the best cus¬ 
tomers. 

Of the 12 leading lenders, nine have now cut 
their headline interest rates on two and three- 
year fixed-rate deals in the last two weeks 
alone, according to research from 
MoneySupermarket.com. 

Halifax - the UK’s largest mortgage lender - 
led the way with cuts of 0.95 per cent, bringing 
the cost of the cheapest two-year deal down to 
4.89 per cent.

However, the deal comes with a maximum 
loan-to-value (LTV) ratio of 25 per cent and a 
fee of 2.5 per cent. 

Lloyds TSB is also offering a rate below five 
per cent. Following cuts of 0.5 per cent over the 
last two weeks, the bank now has a deal at 
4.99 per cent, with a similar LTV and fee 
structure to Halifax. 

Cuts of 0.2 and 0.25 per cent respectively 
have seen Britannia and Abbey take rates on 
a two-year fixed-rate deal to 5.44 and 5.54 per 
cent. However, Abbey has a maximum LTV of 


70 per cent on the cheapest deals. “We are in 
the midst of a mortgage crisis, yet three-quar¬ 
ters of the nation’s biggest lenders have 
recently slashed rates on deals,” said Louise 
Cuming, head of mortgages at Money 
Supermarket.com. 

“For such a significant proportion of mort¬ 
gage providers to drop their rates underlines 
an industry-wide recognition that rates were 
too high. 

“This is good for borrowers who can take 
heart in some positive news - a rarity during 
the credit crisis. 

“I am also pleased see lenders making a real 
effort to make borrowing more affordable.”

An alternative Zenith multi-purpose 
roof option adds 80 litres of extra storage 
beneath the high roof plus four large 
glazed panels for extra cabin airiness. 



Proton launch dual fuel 
saver challenge on Ford 

PROTON has launched a ‘same price’ 
dual fuel’ 1.6-litre GEN-2 Ford Focus 
challenger. The ‘ecoLogic’ GEN-2 beats 
the credit crunch and high road tax and 
fuel costs by automatically switching 
from its petrol tank to run largely on cut- 
price LPG (liquefied petroleum gas). 

LPG currently costs 58p/litre, but an 
aftermarket conversion costs £1,500- 
£2,000; the factory-fitted installation on 
the ecoLogic GEN-2 is available for 
£10,995 in hatchback or £10,795 in 
saloon form.

SOME car makers trumpet 
hybrids, others spout the contro¬ 
versial eco-merits of bio-power. 

There is also hydrogen, but that is a way off 
yet. 

Then there’s ‘a nip here, a tuck there’, an 
approach that has landed many awards for 
the BMW 118d and the German marque’s 
‘EfficientDynamics’ technology fitted to most 
of its cars. 

The BMW package uses energy otherwise 
lost in braking to recharge the battery, mostly 
sidelining the engine-sapping alternator. 

Emissions and demands on power and fuel 
are also reduced by electric power steering and 
‘Start-Stop’; the engine stops when the car sits 
in neutral and restarts when the clutch is 
depressed. 

Furthermore, a gearshift change indicator 
encourages economical motoring. 

All of which enables the three/five-door 118d to 
record 62.8mpg on the combined cycle with C02 
emissions of just 119g/km, putting it into road 
tax band-B (£35/year) and London Congestion 
Charge exempt under proposed revisions. 

This suggests that a Kent-based commuter

could actually take out a three-year PCP 
(Personal Contract Purchase plan) on a 118d 
and run it for free from congestion charge and 
fuel savings. 

We borrowed one from Broad Oak BMW of 
Ashford and Canterbury, which confirms a 
hefty take-up for the greener 1-Series. An all- 
white paint job made it hard to dish the dirt on 
our eco-paragon, three-door hatch sample, 
other than to remind myself that I still don’t 
like the styling. However, the car feels well 
constructed and, of course, handles beautifully 
in the ‘BeeEm’ tradition thanks to its front 
engine/rear drive balance. 

Liberated by EfficientDynamics, the 2.0-litre 
engine - the nomenclature suggests 1.8, but it 
is actually l,995cc - has punch if you want to 
drive it hard. That electric steering is also pre¬ 
cise with good feedback, unlike some. 

On the other hand, the engine and smooth 
six-speed ‘box allow quiet and frugal cruising. 

The rear is not the most spacious and access 
could be better, even in the five-door. Run-flat 
tyres also dictate an unforgiving ride, though 
losing the spare saves weight and returns 
space lost to the car’s rear transmission.

Proper equipment 
essential at height 

THE Health and Safety Executive (HSE) is 
urging companies to provide full safety 
equipment to employees working at height, 
following the prosecution of a Hampshire 
company last week. 

Profile Construction and Interiors plead¬ 
ed guilty at Basingstoke magistrates’ court 
and was fined £234, plus £200 costs and a 
victim surcharge of £15, for breaching reg¬ 
ulation 9(2) of the Work at Height 
Regulations 2005.

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ADD to the pressures 
of modern office life

ITS spreading from the blackboard jun¬ 
gle to the e-mail jungle - Attention 
Deficit Disorder (ADD) has migrated 
from the classroom to the office. 

Office workers may not have heard of it but, accord¬ 
ing to Officebroker.com, which claims to work with 98 
per cent of the UK’s serviced office space providers and 
landlords, it’s “one of the most alarming threats to pro¬ 
ductivity modem businesses face”. 

And it warns Kent firms it could well be here to stay, 
so has joined forces with leading stress consultant Ros 
Coleman to investigate if office ADD is unavoidable or 
if it can be sorted out by taking correct measures. 

Office ADD was coined last year by American psychi¬ 
atrist Dr Ned Hallowell, who noticed office workers 
with ADD symptoms - it’s a neuro-behavioural condi¬ 
tion, well known to teachers, which usually develops in 
childhood and is prevalent in one to three per cent of 
the world’s population. 

Symptoms include a poor eye for detail, forgetful¬ 
ness, short attention span, listening problems, an 
inability to follow simple instmctions, poor organisa¬ 
tional skills, avoidance of tasks involving mental effort 
and the loss of important information. 

Breaking point 

Officebroker.com managing director Jim Venables 
said: “Everyone has a breaking point when put under 
a lot of stress. When this point is crossed we break 
down and our attention diminishes. 

“The good news is that there are measures business¬ 
es can take to help employees regain control of their 
lives and manage their workloads.” 

Ms Coleman, a member and former vice-chairwoman 
of the International Stress Management Association 
(UK), said: “Office ADD appearing more prevalent 
today could be because of the incredible advances in 
technology we have had to adapt to. 

“On the up side, it is fantastic that we now have 
access to virtually any information immediately. On 
the down side, employers expect information immedi¬ 
ately, often to unrealistic deadlines. 

“As the pressure increases, the effect it is having on 
individuals is taking its toll. In the UK, one in six peo¬ 
ple report their jobs to be either very or extremely 
stressful and work-related stress accounts for one- 
third of all new incidents of ill-health. 



“This includes mild to severe mental 
and physical health problems, emotional 
exhaustion and burnout. 

“This cause-and-effect situation is what 
psychiatrists in the United States are now 
labelling Office ADD. Governments and 
employers should be taking it very seri¬ 
ously.” 

She advises office staff to: prioritise 
daily workloads; set aside time to go 
through e-mails each day; respond to new 
e-mails immediately; if your body is telling 
to stop don’t ignore it; take regular breaks, 


leave your desk and drink plenty of fluids, 
and most important of all, communicate 
with your boss and with your colleagues. 

Mr Venables added: “Communication is 
the key to overcoming this problem. It is 
important for organisations to look for 
symptoms of Office ADD among their 
employees. 

“At least if you know the problem you 
can offer to help. We are all human and 
there should be no shame for individuals 
to admit they are struggling. A chain is 
only as strong as its weakest link.”

GRANT Flower once again proved the 
scourge of Kent as the Zimbabwean hit an 
unbeaten 68 to deny the Spitfires promotion 
in Division Two of the Pro40, writes Glenn 
Pearson.
